A party man. or even a strong party 


man, is not necessarily a partizau, any 
more than it follows tbat devont Christi- 
anity is Kfidence of religinus fanaticism. 
\Vebater dennea the word "partisan" aa 
"one who exhibits an undue or unreaaou 
able deration to a }»rty." A person may 
poaaeas strong political convictions u-hicl: 
he may express and carry out without 
joatlv entitling himself to the charge of 
partisanship. The motto. "Our party 
right or wro-ig," WODJ> observed bj those 
whose zeal for party sneceas w j»i eater 
than their love of country or the uiainte* 
nance of the principle* upon which it 
was founded and the republican institu- 
tions upon which our government was 
based, the perjwtnatioa of which sboiilcl 
be the paramount object of every Amen 
can when eiercmmi; the privilege of f ran 
ohiae guaranteed him by the constitution 
and laws of the Kupnblic of which he is 
a citiz»n and a sovereign. Politicians, or 
political writers and speaker-', wno fail to 
eenaare abase* in their own parties, or 
reco^nizd the curnnneudable acts of their 
opponents, exhibit a narrow mindeJuejs 
an.1 dear'h of fniruens and even pat no t- 
jm, which are certain to result prejndic- 
laay to tlie party or candidates whose 
canae and interests they essay to promote 
aad uphold. 


Tlie American people appreciate and 


admire fairness in evei^thmg, from a 
presidential contest to a prizefight, and 
the moat nsefnl and luttiiential adrocates 
•re those who, while making the roost of 
their aide of the question, treat their op 
ponents with fairnefc!. ceiisnunjf only 
when censure is merited, and not with 
holding credit wh^Bver i* is deserved. 
No nghtfnl can^e w.w ever promoted by 
the endorsement of n wrong The aphor 
ism. "the end j>ntifvs the menus." i* ob 
•olete, and if it were not. unjustifiable 
"means" m politics is certain, in the 
long ran. to defeat eve.j justifiable 
"ends." P.irtizanahip is manifested to a 
great extent in tx>th of the great nfttionitl 
parties, but not by the best element of 
either. We fear, moreover, that it is a 
growing evil, but the JOURNAL will do it* 
level best to suppress it in its immediate 
jurisdiction in its own party, both upon 
general principle!* and for the porlmp" 
not altogether unselfish reason that wr 
believe the less partiznnship in a party 
the better chance for tlie advancement of 
its principles and the promotion of its 
success.
